It has- been fairly estimated that 


during the 31 years he has been on 
the police force Mr. McManamy 
has walked twice around the world. 
For the first seven years of his 


stefyice..,J*aginnjng in 1905 he was 
'custodian' of Circleville's then in- 
famaug 'red-light' district. During 
these year's the district was 'tough' 
but Tom McManamy never had 
any 
trouble. 
Another spot in 


which he served and which was 
feared by many was that on W. 
Main-st when the old Ohio canal 
was in full blast. 
One of Tom 
McManamy'a boasts is that he used 
his revolver only once. That was 
on an occasion when several con- 
victs escaped from Ohio peniten- 
tiary and were trapped near Yel- 
lowbud. 
In helping train new policemen 


the veteran officer always warn- 
ed, "Keep your revolver in your 
holster unless you need it to pro- 
tact your own life." 
He was never injured while on 


duty, and has taken very few days 
off work in his entire tenure of 
office because of illness. 
In all 


hia years Tom McManamy never 
reported late for work.

CWA SUPERVISORS,
